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Man Donates 
Diamonds 
To Museum

The Los Angeles County 
Museum acquired an impor­ 
tant collection of rare colored 
diamonds as a gift from Wil­ 
liam E. Phillips, prominent 
Southland merchant and gem 
collector, August 10. The gems 
were presented by Phillips to 
Dr. Herbert Friedman, Direc­ 
tor of the Los Angeles Coun­ 
ty Museum, and to Randall 
f. Chew III, Curator of Min­ 
eralogy, to add to the collec­ 
tion of outstanding faceted 
stories donated by him to the 
Museum over the past seven 
and a half years.

The selection given by Phil­ 
lips yesterday comprises 12 
colored diamonds. According 
to Curator Chew, there is no 
similar collection in any 
Southwest museum. The most 
valuable stone in the group 
is an .84-carat cashmere blue 
considered the rarest of al 
colors. Largest stone is a 1.33' 
carat pink diamond. Other 
colors include chartreuse 
green, canary, orchid, coffee 
and black.

Dr. Friedman said he was 
delighted with the gift anc 
that the diamonds would be 
placed on display very soon 
in the Museum's Hall of Mi 
nerals, where the Phillips col 
lection comprises the greater 
part of the gems on view.

The retired founder of th 
40-year-old Southern Califor 
nia chain of retail store 
which bears his name, Phil 
lips made his first contribu 
tion of gems from his person 
al collection in Novembe 
1953. Earlier gifts include a
cornflower blue sapphire 
weighing 38.83 carats, an ame 
thyst two inches square, 
newly discovered gem sin 
halite of 158 carats, and un 
usual aquamarines, topazes 
moonstones, tourmalines an 
others.

Phillips, 71, was in the 
jewelry business for more 
than 40 years, and has been 
a collector for the past 25. In 
addition to gems, he has one 
of the West's finest collec­ 
tions of jade carvings and 
other objects of art. This has 
been willed to the County.

The retired executive 
makes frequent trips to the 
Orient in search of rare 
stones and jade for his col- 
ection and gems for sale 
.h rough his company. On his 
ast journey he visited Kat­ 

mandu (Nepal), Bangkok, Jai- 
)iir, Singapore, Tokyo and 
way points. During is career 
\e has visited nearly every 
country on the globe in which 
precious stones are mined.

ax Load Shows 
lump Per Capita

A whopping $101 increase 
uring the last two year's in 

>er capita tax collections 
rom the residents of Los An­ 

geles County was disclosed 
oday in a study released by j 
California Taxpayers' Associ- | 
ation. For each man, woman i 
and child a record-breaking 
5863 was collected during the
 ear ending June 30, 1961. In   
he year ending in 1959 col- 
ections totaled an estimated 
702 per capita. 
State-wide the increase in 

.ax collections on a per capi­ 
ta basis was $98 for the two-
 ear period. For each Cali- 

fornian the 1960-61 bill aver­ 
aged $852. up 13 per cent, 
from the $754,for 1958-59.

The total tax burden state- 
vide reached an estimated 
$13,674.300.000 in 1960-61   
up $2.506.000.000, or 22 per 
cent, in the two years since 
1958-59. Federal tax collec­ 
tions for the past year 
amounted to $8.436.700.000   
up $1,513,100,000, or 22 per 
cent, over two years ago. 
State revenus from all Cali- 
fornians totaled $2.752,400,000 
for 1960-61   an increase of 
$575,400,000, or 26 per cent.,; 
for the two-year period. Local' 
property tax levies for the 
entire State in the year just 
ended amounted to $2,259.200, 
ended amounted to $2.259.- 
200.000, up $391,300,000. or 
21 per cent, from 1958-59. 
City sales taxes colleted state­ 
wide this last year totaled 
$191,200,000   up $24,500,- 
000, or 15 per cent, from the 
1958-59 collections, and coun­ 
ty sales taxes collected state­ 
wide were $34,800.000   up 
$1,700.000, or 5 per cent.

State-wide the per capita 
figures for Federal taxes rose 
from $468 in 1958-59 to $526 
in 1960-61. a 12 per cent in­
crease, and from $147 to $171 
for State taxes, a 17 per cent 
increase. For local property 
taxes state-wide the per capi­ 
ta figure rose from $126 in 
1958-59 to $141 in 1960-61, an 
increase of 12 per cent.

"This skyrocketing tax bur- 
vigilance in dealing with ex- 
den calls for greater voter 
cessive welfare state propos­ 
als, commented S. J. Arnold, 
General Manager of the As­ 
sociation. "We must husband 
our resources for national sur­ 
vival and essential publk 
services."
